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VBT Planning Commission considers senior living complex

Independent Editor 
A proposed development for senior 
independent living needs two approvals to 
deviate from zoning ordinance restrictions, 
so the project went before the Van Buren 


Township Planning Commission for 
comments from commissioners to guide 
the future decisions of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 

At its regular meeting via Zoom on June 
10, commissioners heard a presentation by 
Beth Ernat of Clover Development. Ernat 
has attended commission meetings over 
the past two years seeking guidance in the 
development her firm was planning for 
VBT. She also helped with the township's 
new ordinance for senior housing. 

Ernat said Clover has 17.72 acres of 
vacant, unused land under contract at 8470 
Belleville Road, between Tyler and Ecorse 
on the west side, next to State Farm. 

She said they plan to divide the plot 
and keep a two-acre outlot for future 
commercial development.

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She said Clover has been in business for 
30 years and develops only market-rate, 
independent living for those 55 and older. 
It is not a HUD project, but it is able to 
restrict the ages because of HUD rules. 

“These are active communities, not 
full-service or assisted-living," she said, 
explaining each unit has a full Kitchen 
and washer and dryer, so the residents are 
completely independent. 

She said a study has shown that within 
three miles of this site there are 20,000 
people over the age of 55. She said housing 
values are over $177,000 so people can live 
in the apartments over 10 years without 
using any social security income. 

Ernat said the development pays full 
property taxes and doesn't impact the 
school district. The building is 137,580 
square feet with 9,600 square feet of 
accessory structure. 

She said the building is three stories 
and has a wooden frame, an elevator, and 
is ADA compliant. Each unit has private 
outdoor access, with a patio or balcony. 


The units are one and two bedrooms and 
there are 40 enclosed garages. 

The complex would have planned 
activities, a community room, beauty 
salon, exercise room, and, also, a central 
laundry, she said. There would be storage 
spaces available for rental. 

Ernat said planned are 125 units, which is 
7.9 units per acre, with outdoor recreation 
in the rear. 

She said this is in the Belleville Road 
Overlay District. The out parcel would 
be kept for future commercial use and 
the building set back for the residents 
to be within the wooded area. She said 
they would not clear-cut. They want the 
building to be reminiscent of home. 

Ernat said it is conveniently located with 
access to Belleville Road, Ecorse Road, 
Michigan Avenue and I-04. 

The two variances that they will be 
seeking concerns the building's siding and 
the garages. 

She said they plan durable siding on 
70% of the building, instead of the brick 
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required by the zoning, and the ordinance 
calls for maximum accessory buildings of 
4,800 square feet and they propose 9,600 
square feet for the garages. 

Ernat said these are to have affordable 
rents in non-subsidized living enclosures, 
and brick is not affordable. They plan stone 
and Hardieplank board siding. 

She produced pictures of other senior 
living structures and said the brick looks 
institutional and not home-like. 

Dan Power, VBT Planning Director, 
said the planning commission would 
be involved in the preliminary and final 
site plans for this development, but that 
evening they are just being asked to give 
their feedback to the BZA on the plans. 

He said Clover will be making their case 
for relief with the BZA and the planners 
can help the BZA make the decision by 
offering comments. 

Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant 
from McKenna Associates, said allowing 
financial hardship as a reason would

Editorial 
VBT police give 
detailed reports 


Last Friday's two-and-a-half-hour protest 
march of 150 to 200 people in Van Buren 
Township went off without incident, except 
for the woman who collapsed from heat 
exhaustion. 

Thus began the detailed report by Public 
Safety Director Greg Laurain and Police 
Chief Jason Wright at Tuesday's regular 
virtual meeting of the VBT Board of 
Trustees. As Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said, We've never reported these numbers 
before." 

Board members complimented police on 
how well the march went and also for the 
way the department has been functioning. 

Police everywhere are under a microscope 
right now and the VBT police showed 
transparency with what they've been doing 
and how they've been training. 

Laurain said the death of George Floyd 
was “grotesque, inhumane and just wrong" 
and sickened law enforcement across the 
country, including in VBT. 

*We have professionals answering the 
calls," Laurain said, detailing the training 
on use of force and de-escalation. 

Chief Wright reported in 2018 there were 
23,592 calls for service, 1,394 arrests, and 
22 uses of force, which were reviewed in 
detail and found appropriate. A taser was 
discharged twice. 

In 2019, there were 24,172 calls for 
service, 1,549 arrests and 36 uses of force, 
all scrutinized and found appropriate. A taser 
was pointed three times to get compliance 
with no firing. 

We'll give more of the report in next 
week's paper. Transparency has arrived. 
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EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


The Belleville City Council meeting on 
Monday shut off its Zoom transmission 
abruptly at the end of the agenda, following 
a comment by the mayor and before Citizen 
Comments. We understand the next meeting 
will be a continuation of this meeting, so 
they can have Citizen Comments before 
adjourning that meeting and starting the new 
meeting. 

Don’t you just love virtual meetings? 

For a long time, Belleville Fire Chief 
Brian Loranger has been asking for a precise 
accounting of where all the $180,000 of the 
public safety tax levy was being spent. He 
has been lobbying for a new fire truck for 
years and finally they put $20,000 or so 
aside for a truck in the future. That’s for a 
$500,000 truck. 

When that public safety tax was levied, 
residents were told it would be used for 
public safety only. So, Chief Loranger asked 
just what is it being used for. 

At Monday’s meeting, the paperwork 
on the budget amendments spelled it out 
in black and white: “Unbudgeted revenue 
of $180,000 was received from the public 
safety assessment. That revenue was 
enough to cover the reduction in revenue 
from constitutional sales tax [$22,350] and 
district court fines [$50,000]. In addition, 
it covered the increased costs related to 
retirement payouts [$27,800], general fund 
support of the cemetery fund operations 
[$24,860], insurance premiums [$36,770] 
and pension expenditures [$22,120].” 

This public safety assessment is not being 
used for public safety, as Chief Loranger 
suspected. 

Since the city had agreed to take $295,000 
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out of its fund balance for the sea wall and 
only had to take out $65,000 because of a 
grant, couldn’t it have used some of that 
fund balance money to balance its budget 
instead of taking the money promised for 
public safety? 

A Sumpter resident called to tell us that 
the corner of Bemis and Lohr roads is very 
dark at night and that the missing street sign 
makes it hard for people to find where they 
want to go and causes accidents. 

He said the street sign has been gone 
since it was knocked down last September. 
He would like someone to put up the sign. 
He says that drivers, himself included, 
slow down to try to find Lohr in the dark 
when they are driving on Bemis and then, 
sometimes, have to turn quickly, causing 
accidents. 

According to the Southeastern Michigan 
Council of Governments, the percentage of 
local residents responding to the 2020 U.S. 
Census so far are: City of Belleville, 70.9%; 
Van Buren Township, 68.8%; and Sumpter 
Township, 58.1%. 

The percentage of those throughout 
Southeastern Michigan is 71.2. 

The numbers determined by the 
census determine the state’s number of 
representatives in Congress, federal aid to 
this area,and other important determinations. 

It’s time to be counted, if you haven’t yet 
responded.

The deaths attributed to the novel 
coronavirus in the tri-community — the 
48111 zip code — has remained at 29 since 
May 29, according to numbers released by 
the Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
went up to 372 on Monday. 

On Monday, the separate numbers 
released by the health department for the 
tri-community were: Van Buren Township, 
185 positive cases, 14 deaths; City of 
Belleville, 154 positive cases, 14 deaths, 
and Sumpter Township 33 positive cases, 
1 death. 

Sumpter has had the exact same numbers 
throughout the month of June and then 
added one more positive test on Monday.

The Morgan machine was all in to endorse 
me. He said I will have plenty of support 
running the office, going so far as to offer 
up his deputy. It was a sham offer. Within 
days of winning, I realized they were 
more into me beating Peggy Morgan than 
they were me succeeding as treasurer. 
They immediately sought control not just 
cooperation. 

Morgan and his people would feed me 
backbiting stories about their political 
adversaries and certain staff. They tried 
programming me by telling me who to like 
and who not to like; who I should associate 
with and who I should avoid. I don't play 
those devious games and if you don't play 
along with them, they turn on you like 
they did me.

The board's refusal to facilitate 
videoconference meetings has silenced my 
voice and is a major reason why residents 
are being disenfranchised during this 
pandemic. 

My office reached out to the clerk's 
office repeatedly seeking Zoom meetings 
to accommodate board and public 
participation.

print editions and has zero distribution in 
Sumpter and this board continues to use 
it as paper of record. Easy to see that the 
Sumpter board put personal politics over 
what is in the best interest of residents 
when it fired the Independent; fulfilling 
legal requirements while failing to serve 
residents. 

The Independent is a bonafide newspaper 
with broad local print distribution and the 
best local coverage to be found while The 
Eagle claims to cover several communities 
but is thin on advertisers and doesn't have 
a print edition.

So what's going on with your office? 

Prior to the pandemic, my office consisted 
of a full-time deputy, a part-time clerk, and 
a full-time water billing clerk that shared 
space with us. Operations were smooth 
as could be expected given the charged 
political environment in that building. 

But that changed when the pandemic hit 
and two of the three employees in my office 
were put on furlough. Deputy Treasurer 
Wendy Snook was deemed essential and 
was forced to carry the entire load. This 
severe understaffing occurred during the 
fiscal year end and tax settlement, which 
make it the busiest period of the year for 
the treasurer's office. 

The big mistake Morgan made here 
(he makes plenty of them) was calling 
the water billing clerk Anna Winter non- 
essential and putting her on furlough. 
Nobody in the building seems to know her 
job. Then, they began to make claims that 
it was the treasurer's job to open the water 
department's bills. I disagreed because it 
is not a statutory duty of the treasurer's 
office to open the water department mail. 
We assisted as time would allow but never 
considered it to be a mandatory duty of 
the treasurer. This difference in opinion is 
what precipitated our politically-motivated 
board to approve an agenda item seeking to 
force my staff to process water department 
bills including collating, adjusting bills as 
needed, and printing missing bills, among 
other clerical tasks under the water billing 
clerk's job description. Looks to me like 
they are trying to crack Wendy and pull 
down my office. 

Returning from furlough, Clerk Hurst 
selfishly has moved the water billing clerk 
Anna Winter to her office likely to help 
with the tidal wave of election work that 
office faces; work that is not remotely in a 
water billing clerk's job description. Hurst 
is hijacking Anna and dumping much of the 
water department billing work on my staff. 
They want Anna forced out of her job, too. 
But if anyone needs to go, it's Esther Hurst. 
Hurst must be voted out in the August 
primary. I enthusiastically endorse Sherry 
Olds for Sumpter Clerk. A 45-year resident 
of Sumpter, she is intelligent, articulate, 
and in the know. Sherry will be a respected 
clerk. I am excited to tell everyone to vote 
for her. 

I am concerned for my deputy, Wendy 
Snook. She is a cancer survivor and has 
been under tremendous stress from the 
workload and more so from the work 
environment. Last week she had to take a 
medical leave of absence. Thank you for 
your service, Wendy. Be well and know 
you are appreciated. 

In conclusion, while I disagree with the 
board on this matter and have consulted 
with the Michigan Township Association's 
attorney, have favorable legal opinions, 
and have supportive case law, for the sake 
of saving taxpayers the expenses involved 
in litigating this question, I have instructed 


my staff to comply with the Board's 
motion. 

Friends and neighbors, my prayer is 
for you and your loved ones to be strong 
in body, mind, and spirit through these 
challenging times. Go out and make some 
good memories.

attorneys via Zoom

The probable cause conference for Maurice 
Schropshire, 25, of Van Buren Township, 
was adjourned until July 1 to give attorney 
Daniel Waszak of Neighborhood Defender 
Service, who was just appointed, time to 
get the discovery available in the case from 
VBT Police. 

Schropshire is charged with assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder and domestic violence on April 6 
in VBT. He is free on $10,000 

He was before 34" District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green on June 3 via Zoom 
technology and Judge Green adjourned the 
case. 


Rebecca Nicole Rose 
Rebecca Nicole Rose, 36, of Van Buren 
Township, was unable to be present by 
Zoom before Judge Green for her probable 
cause conference on June 3 and it was 
adjourned until June 24. She is charged 
with assault to do great physical harm less 
than murder, assault on a police officer, and 
domestic violence in VBT on April 25. She 
is being represented by Cait DeMott Grady 
from the Neighborhood Defenders Service. 
Rose is free on personal recognizance bond 
of $10,000. 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
M. Bruder said she is working with VBT 
Detective Dale Harrison who has located 
body cam and the 911 call in the case and 
expected to get in-car video. This will be 
turned over to the prosecutor to share with 
the defense attorney. 
Brittany Nicole Allen 
At the June 3 probable cause conference 
via Zoom for Brittany Nicole Allen, 23, of 
Belleville, her defense attorney demanded 
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a live preliminary exam on charges against 
her. Allen is charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault) and 
domestic violence in Van Buren Township 
on May 8. She is free on bond and ordered 
not to have contact with the victim or an 
address in the 48600 block of I-94 Service 
Drive. 

Judge Green said that Allen and her 
attorney could be in the courtroom live, 
but it is possible police officers won't 
be allowed in the courtroom because 
of their vulnerability of exposure to the 
coronavirus. The prosecutor possibly will 
not be allowed in the courtroom, either. 
Those in the courtroom will wear masks, 
she said. She said a date for the exam will 
be determined. 

Micaiah Carlin Minor 

The probable cause conference on the 
second-degree murder charge against 
Michaiah Carlin Minor, 18, of Canton has 
been set for June 17 before Judge Green. 

Several competency exams had been held 
on Minor and the latest one was stipulated 
to by the attorneys before Chief Judge 
Brian Oakley on June 3. Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney is Eric 
Goze and defense attorney is David Cripps. 

Minor is charged in the death of John 
Robert McElreath, 64, on May 7, 2019. 
McElreath died from injuries in an auto 
crash at the corner of Ecorse and Belleville 
roads in Van Buren Township. 

It is alleged that Minor, an unlicensed 
driver, was driving southbound on 
Belleville Road at a high rate of speed, 
when he disregarded a red light at Ecorse, 
crossed over the double-yellow line and 
drove into northbound traffic, striking the 
victim in his car. 

Norman Ladale Johnson 

The probable cause conference for the 
four felony charges against Norman Ladale 
Johnson, 31, of Willis was adjourned until 
June 17 by Judge Oakley during a Zoom 
court session on June 3. 

Johnson is accused of attacking a 26-year- 
old Sumpter Township resident with a tire 
iron at the man’s home in the 23000 block 
of Elwell Road on May 16. 

Johnson is charged with assault with 
intent to murder, home invasion first 
degree, assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder, and assault 
with a dangerous weapon. 
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He was jailed after cash bond was set at 
$50,000. Police said Johnson forced entry 
into the home occupied by a person he 
knew and hit the victim around the head 
and torso with the tire iron. The victim 
tried to get away and Johnson continued to 
attack him, but eventually the victim was 
able to call 911. 

Johnson was present before Judge Oakley 
from the Wayne County Jail via Zoom. 
Judge Oakley changed the $50,000 cash/ 
surety bond to allow 10%. If Johnson is 
released, there would be no contact with 
the victim and he would wear a GPS tether 
for home or work only. Also, there is to be 
no use of mood-altering substances without 
a doctor’s prescription. 

Dominick Robert Anderson 
Dominick Robert Anderson, 23, of 
Sumpter Township was arraigned by video 
and Zoom from the Huron Township jail 
on June 5 by Judge Oakley. 

Anderson is charged with five felony 
counts of criminal sexual conduct (person 
aged 13-15) on Nov. 26, 2019 in Sumpter 
Township. 

His defense attorney Murray Duncan said 
his client turned himself in and has been 
cooperative with police. He lives with his 
mother and stepfather and he was set to 
start a new job at the Ford Rawsonville 
plant when COVID-19 happened. The 
complaining witness is from Ohio and the 
defendant knew her a short time, Duncan 
said. 

Judge Oakley scheduled the probable 
cause conference for June 24 and set bond 
at $10,000/10%. Anderson was to have no 
contact with the complaining witness. 

Anderson also was arraigned on a 
misdemeanor charge of retail fraud in Van 
Buren Township on Oct. 30, 2019 and 
personal bond was set at $1,000. Before 
setting the pretrial date on that charge, 
Judge Oakley directed Duncan to contact 
the prosecutor to see if this lesser charge 
can be resolved.

To the editor: 

This is Saturday, June 13, and Tam reading 
about the Survivors Speak / Black Lives 
Matter protest rally in Belleville yesterday.

Sumpter Township 
Board votes to take 


treasurer to court

At a special meeting June 10, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously, with one absence, to 
take Township Treasurer Ken Bednark to 
court to have a judge tell him to do what 
they want. 

Treasurer Bednark was absent from the 
meeting. 

The one-hour meeting had one issue and 
was led by attorney Rob Young who did 
most of the talking. 

Young said in a special meeting on 
June 2 the board ordered the treasurer to 
open the envelopes addressed to the water 
department. 

In a June 8 memo to Supervisor John 
Morgan, Young said he has been told by 
the finance director that the township is 
receiving numerous phone calls from 
citizens wanting to know why their checks 
were not processed. 

“This needs to be addressed sooner than 
later,’ Young said, recommending the 
board call a special board meeting as soon 
as possible on this issue. 

After a long presentation by Young, the 
board members present voted unanimously 
to order all township mail containing 
payments be delivered to the treasurer's 
office where it will be opened and 
processed by the deputy treasurer and the 
treasurer's office clerk. 

Although it wasn't on the agenda posted 
for the meeting, Young recommended the 
township take Bednark to court to seek a 
writ of mandamus on an emergency request 
to get a circuit court judge to tell Bednark 
to have his deputy open and process the 
water department payments at once. 

Finance Director Elle Cole O'Connell 
said there should be a deadline for Bednark 
to comply and so they set 4:30 p.m. the 
next day, Thursday, June 11. 

On Friday, Bednark said he got an email 
from Young at 9 a.m. Thursday morning 
with the command to comply by 4:30 
p.m. and then two police officers opened 
the sealed gate to Bedark's driveway and 
delivered the same order in a written letter. 

Bednark said they didn't have a warrant 
to enter his property, but he wasn't going 
to complain, since it was a township issue. 

Bednark said legally he is on solid, solid 
ground in refusing to have his deputy open 
the water department mail and there is case 
law on his side. He said he had talked to the 
Michigan Township Association attorney 
and another attorney who said it was not 
the treasurer's job. 

Deputy Treasurer Wendy Snook was the 
only employee in the treasurer's office that 
the township deemed essential and she was 
overwhelmed with the work during the 
township's closing for the pandemic. That 
work was usually done by three people,

Snook was doing tax settlement work and 
working with the auditor for the upcoming 
audit besides opening the night deposits 
and processing the payments. Bednark 
said it was the largest water bill cycle of 
the year. 

He said often people don't put the number 
of their account on the payment and this 
has to be found, and paperwork has to be 
printed out. Sometimes the payments are 
in cash. He said he has one payment in 
cash that has no name or account number 
included, so it is waiting to be identified. 

Bednark said on May 27 he had directed 
Snook to put the unopened water payment 
envelopes together and give them to the 
clerk's office where the water clerk now is 
located. The clerk had sent the envelopes 
back to the treasurer's office and Snook 
had secured them in the vault. 

After Young's orders, Bednark said he 
decided Sumpter Township doesn't need 
the bad press and his deputy can open the 
envelopes. 

“While I don't agree in principle, I'll 
order you to open the mail," Bednark said 
he told Deputy Snook after the orders from 
Young on June 11. 

That's when Deputy Snook told him she 
had been to her doctor and has a doctor's 
letter that keeps her from going back to 
work until Monday, June 15. She then 
submitted the letter to the township. 

Bednark said he called his part-time 
worker in the treasurer's office, who was 
at home because she was deemed not 
essential, and she said she just had surgery 
and has a doctor's letter saying she can't 
come back to work until June 23. 

She sent her doctor's letter to the township 
on Friday, June 12. 

“I ordered my workers to comply before 
the 4:30 p.m. deadline," Bednark said. 
"['m in compliance." 

Meanwhile, Bednark said he told Young 
that he would process the mail and open the 
envelopes as soon as possible, as demanded, 
and Young said he would proceed with the 
writ of mandamus request. 

During the June 10 meeting, Young 
said he, can't do litigation because of 
things he's "going through," referring to 
heart problems he told the board about 
in the past. [Young was unable to handle 
the lawsuit brought by mobile home park 
owner Sheldon Futernick, either, because 
of Young's health problem.] 

“Another firm is available to do the writ,” 
Young said. “My goal is not to have this 
kind of nonsense going on." 

He said if the case is dismissed they'll be 
back to where they were. 

“We need to get this done,” Young said. 
“Time is critical.” 

Trustee Tim Rush asked how long this 
would take and Young said it would take 
a few days to write it up, take depositions 
from those involved, and ask for an 
emergency hearing. He said sometimes 
there is a temporary resolution and 
sometimes full resolution. 

“I would start delivering information to 


the law firm tomorrow,” Young said, noting 
he would do so before the deadline to get 
the work started. 

Young recommended hiring Pentiuk, 
Couvreur & Kobiljak PC of Wyandotte. 
No cost was mentioned, but in a letter to 
Supervisor Morgan not included in the 
public packet, the cost is $175 per hour. 
A retention letter was due to be signed on 
Friday, June 12. 

The board members present voted 
unanimously to hire the firm. 

Trustee Matt Oddy suggested the finance 
director report to the board if the deadline 
is met. 

“It’s an embarrassment to be involved 
in this,” Young said. “I don’t have another 
solution.” 

In answer to one of the questions from 
Bednark the afternoon of Friday, June 12, 
MTA attorney Catherine Mullhaupt wrote: 
“Tt would seem to me that, under the current 
extraordinary conditions imposed by the 
coronavirus, that a township board would 
want to pull together to help when the usual 
staff are unavailable because of health 
issues or the board has not determined 
that it is best or possible to have them 
return to work. A township water/sewer 
system needs its payments to be deposited 
timely. No one person is required by law 
to literally open envelopes, and more than 
one person will likely be needed to get the 
job done. If board members or staff who 
have resumed work at the hall are able to 
assist temporarily, that may be a possible 
solution.” 

The township did not answer its phone 
on Friday or reply to requests by email 
as to whether the legal action is moving 
forward. On Tuesday, Deputy Clerk 
Anthony Burdick sent this reply: “Please 
note that, on the advice of counsel and 
consideration for those involved, I cannot 
respond at this time.” 
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City Council to consider demolition 
of vacant store it owns next door

Belleville City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz followed the city council’s direction 
in taking steps to clean up the vacant store it 
owns next door to city hall and got a quote for 
a professional clean-up. 

Then, the city council changed its mind about 
what it wanted to do. The council voted to go 
out for bids on demolition of the site, instead. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council, held via Zoom teleconferencing, 
City Manager Kobylarz said she was really 
impressed when she got the quote for cleanup, 
since she expected it to be higher. 

She presented the $8,136.14 quote from 
Restoration 1 of Western Wayne County for 
the cleanup that included five technicians 
working three, eight-hour days. The quote 
included a microbial burst spray first. 

Kobylarz pointed out Restoration 1 was the 
company that has been sanitizing city hall 
without charge. She said that was the only 
company she could find to do the work. 

She said they will take everything out of the 
building. An auction company is coming June 
16 to assess what is inside that could be sold, 
she said. 

Kobylarz said she has talked to Carol 
Thompson of the Downtown Development 
Authority and Thompson said the DDA could 
provide giant posters to cover the windows 
with old pictures and art, instead of the beer 
signs that had been there. 

She said the building will be clean, empty, 
and disinfected and no one would be able to 
see in any more. 

When it was suggested this should have gone 
out for bids, Kobylarz said the city could price 
this as emergency action, since there's mold in 
the building. She said she didn't know what 
kind of mold, but the building has been closed 
for seven or eight years and you can smell 
mold when you walk in. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates said they had 
talked about having volunteers do the work 
and she had volunteered to help. 

“I can't bring volunteers into that building,” 
Kobylarz said. "It's unsafe for volunteers." 
She said there are moveable walls, no lights, 
and boxes everywhere. They don't know what 
is in all the boxes. 

She said the auctioneers would look at the 


coolers, equipment, refrigeration items and the 
giant Pepsi machines to see if anything can be 
sold. 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud 
asked about the roof structure, noting there's 
no point in cleaning it unless you're going to 
keep it dry. 

"Does it make sense if it should be torn 
down?" he asked. 

Kobylarz said it is far more expensive to 
take it down. She said the council wanted to 
clean it up and she can't clean it up without 
professional help. 

DPW Director Rick Rutherford said there 
are issues on the roof — it leaks -- but it is not 
structurally unsound. 

“The first step in that building is that it 
has to be cleaned up, one way or another," 
Rutherford said. “We’re looking for direction 
from council.” 

Renaud said he wouldn’t hope for too 
much from an auction. He said the flat roof is 
vulnerable to the next storm. 

“Whoever purchases it is responsible for the 
roof,” Kobylarz said, referring to the plan to 
sell the property on that corner and move city 
offices to another location. 

“I don’t ever see anybody renting or 
occupying it,” Mayor Conley said. “It tends to 
be an eyesore and we should look at demolition 
cost, to get removed and out of the way.” 

She said the vacant building is no value to 
the totality of the four or five parcels the city 
owns on that corner. She said they are looking 
for a proposal for the best use of that corner 
along with an idea of where to move city hall. 
She said that is not a good site for city hall and 
would be better for something commercial. 

“Demolition probably is the end game for the 
city," Rutherford agreed, noting there would 
have to be an environmental study before that 
could be done. He said he doesn’t think it will 
need asbestos remediation, but that’s not his 
area of expertise. 

*We'll be glad to solicit bids on demolition,” 
Rutherford said. It was determined the 
environmental study would be a part of the 
bid. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour-and- 
nine-minute meeting, the council: 

* Approved the budget amendments for 
the year ending June 30, which included the

undermine the ordinance. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if the 
physical design of the building has depth 
in the facade and Ernat said there are 
balconies every 40 feet, each coated with 
board and batten.

“I don't see a practical difficulty,” he said. 
*... brick doesn't look institutional ... My 
house is brick ...

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on the 
planning commission, said the garages 
are reasonable, but it has to have an 
architectural design that fits in the district. 

“We say we are a premiere community, 
but we lack senior housing," said 
Commissioner Medina Atchinson, long an 
outspoken advocate for senior housing. 

“We have a human need for individuals to 
age in place ... We have zero independent 
living," she said. “As a premiere 
community we need to have living for all 
stages of life." 

Commissioner Bryon Kelley said it's a 
great project, something the community 
needs, but the problem is with not 
following the look of the district. The 
garages, however, are reasonable, he said. 

John Ackerman of Clover said the 
Belleville Road Overlay District standards 
are for aesthetic quality along Belleville 
Road. He said their project is 400 feet off 
the road and the front is fully wooded until 
the commercial component is developed 
and the building won't be visible and is 
hidden behind other uses upfront and trees. 

Krishnan said the state act says nothing 
about visibility. 

Commission chairperson Carol Thompson 
said she, too, supports the project and 
commissioners worked hard on the design 
standards. She said she has no problems 
with the garages but agrees with Franzoi 
that ten in a row is too much. 

“The guidance you're giving tonight will 
be taken by the BZA as guiding points," 
Best said. He said any additional thoughts 
the public has can be sent to the staff to be 
shared with the BZA. 

“We don’t want to unfairly limit the 
size of the garages, if apartments can do it 
elsewhere,” Jahr said. 

Zoning Ordinance Amendments 

The only other item on the agenda in 
the one-hour-and-29-minute meeting 
was a discussion on zoning ordinance 
amendments for C, Local Business District. 

This problem was discovered when 
public comment was held on the proposed 
assisted living complex for the southeast 
corner of Tyler and Morton Taylor roads. 

Power said this was reviewed March 11 
before the multi-month shutdown and now 
a June 24 public hearing has been set. 

“This is related to a development in the 
process of being reviewed and there is a 
need for clarification,” Power said. 

Power said ordinance references to 
dwellings in non-residential districts also 
will be amended. 

Power also said on June 24 there will be 
a public hearing on special land use on the 
North I-94 Service Drive. 

He said the commission will be meeting 
remotely for the foreseeable future.

$250,000 grant for the seawall project that 
cut appropriations from the fund balance to 
$65,000 instead of the original $295,000. Also, 
the $180,000 of the unbudgeted public safety 
millage covers the reduced constitutional sales 
tax revenue and reduced district court fines, 
among other items; 

* Opened the one bid for fence work at Doane's 
Landing Park and accepted the $26,500 bid 
from Eric Partridge of Outdoor Amenities. 
Rutherford recommended approval. Partridge 
will reinstall the fence along the seawall; 

* Approved going out for bids for concrete 
restoration at Doane's Landing for a 
handicapped-accessible walk path along 
the fence and reinstallation of the benches. 
Rutherford said a split-rail fence needs to be 
replaced along the condos and this can be 
done in-house for about $200. He said once 
the fence and walk are done the city will be 
ready to open the park back up. These are the 
last phases of the seawall project, he said; 

* Heard Councilwoman Bates explain her 
suggestion to make Belleville parks smoke- 
free and after discussion Kobylarz was 
asked by the mayor to get the council some 
examples of such an ordinance for them to 
consider. Bates said Canton did this and she 
has heard of no issues there. She said the 
non-smoking would include vaping. She said

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the number-one item for littering is cigarette 
butts and vape pumps often contain marijuana. 
Mayor Conley said in Canton, where she 
works, the ban is not something the police are 
enforcing because they have other priorities. 
It was pointed out the Fourth Street Square 
is not a park, so it wouldn't apply there. "I'd 
like to see it," said Councilman Ken Voigt. 
“Whether it gets enforced or not, it's a good 
example to set for public health." Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce interim director 
Mike Kole said the council could research 
an ordinance to accomplish this goal and 
that would include public hearings so people 
could comment. Renaud said, "It's a noble 
cause, but we haven't been able to keep dogs 
out of the Strawberry Festival ... It's worth a 
discussion"; 

* Learned an insurance claim was not filed on 
the broken tombstone in the cemetery, which 
was asked about at the last meeting. Kobylarz 
said she thought the claim had been filed, but 
the clerk elected not to file a claim. Kobylarz 
said she already been in touch with the city's 
insurance carrier, Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority (MMRMA) on that.
